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The Farmers In a Farmer-Labor Party 


One of the arguments used by the opponents of a Farmer-Labor 
Party is that the farmers cannot be depended on as allies of the 
workers because they are property owners with a capitalist ideol- 
ogy, that they are only interested in high prices for their products 
and low wages for agricultural labor. 

This is one of the arguments used by the sy ndicalist element: 
against the Farmer-Labor party resolution at the recent conve! 
ition of the I. L. A. and the Maritime Federation. It is the aie 
argument used by the I. W. W. for many years. 


Their Desperate Plight 
Any one who really believes this line simply does not know 
what is happening to the farmers in recent years. The vast ma 
iority of the small and middle farmers are in a desperate economic 
situation. Their debts are piled up so high, most of them will never 
ye able to pay them off, and only a moratorium can save them from 
evictions and foreclosures. 

A steadily increasing number of poor farmers, probably 
majority of them, have been losing the ownership of their land 
and are now propertyless tenant farmers. 

On top of this, repeated droughts and totally inadequate gov- 
ernment relief have left thousands of them on the verge of starva 
‘ion and driven them off the land by the thousands, into the indus- 
trial fields as laborers. 

The only thing the New Deal could offer them was the de- 
struction of crops and cattle, from which the large landowners, the 
upper strata of the middle farmers, and the speculators mainly 
benefited: for the impoverished farmer, the AAA at best offered 
only temporary and inadequate relief, but failed to basically solve 
his predicament. For the share cropper of the South, it only 
aggravated his misery. 

Losing Some IIlusions 

The farmers are therefore beginning to break with their former 
illusions: they are becoming radicalized. They ¢ iain into some 
militant struggles in recent years, and on many occasions sup 
ported industrial workers on strike by sending them food for then 
relief kitchens. 

But the farmers. as all middle class elements, are susceptible 
prey to the demagogy of fascist elements who wish to turn the 
farmers’ dissatisfaction into reactionary channels. Some of them 
are influenced by the fascist demagogy of the Coughlin-Lemke 
Union party. In California some of them fall for the red-baiting of 


the fascist vigilante elements organized around the Associated 


which represent the wealthy growers, not the average 
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All the more reason why the -orkers should win the farmers 


their allies, rather than permit them to be deceived into the 
camp of the reactionaries. The fate of the vast majority. of the 


exploited farmers is bound up with the fate of the working class. 
A Farmer-Labor party which will fight for the immediate need 
and demands of the farmers can cement the unity of worker and 
farmer, and the labor movement will have a powerful ally in the 
anti-fascist front. 
The working class of France and Spain found this to be true. 
By adopting a correct attitude toward the peasantry, the People's 
Front won the peasants to the anti-fascist front. In Spain, the 
Syndicalists argued against it; fortunately, they did not succeed. 
Today, the fascists are being defeated in Spain because the 
peasants have joined the workers in the struggle, and because large 
sections of the army, which is made up to a great extent of peas- 
ants as well as workers, refuse to support the fascist uprising. 
Contrast this with October, 1934, when the workers’ uprising 
against a fascist dictatorship did not get the support of the peas- 


hieh was one of the main reasons for its failure. 
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A ee “rom France 

In France, one of the arguments used against the united front 
hetween the Socialists and Communists, was that it would frighten 
the middle class, including the peasantry, away from the side of the 
rorking class. But the contrary proved true. _ 
When the united front of the working class’ was established 
hrough the unity of Communists and Socialists and the esta 
ment of a united od union federation, it attracted to itself the 
support of the middie classes, whom the fascists had hoped to win. 
Today the middle class constitutes a powerful ally of the French 
vorkers in the anti-fascist People’s Front, and helped make pos 
sible its victories 

The French pa Spanish workers learned one of the greatest 
lessons of the fascist victory in Germany: that not only must the- 
unity of the working class be established, but it must not allow the 
fascists to establish a mass basis with their radical sounding dem- 
nong the middie classes for the purpose of turning their 
aiscontent into reactionary fascist channels. 

The workers in America must also build their People’s Front, 
the form of a Farmer-Labor party. The American farmers can 
be won to the anti-fascist front; this is indicated by the refusal of 
the recent convention of the National Farmers’ Holiday Associ 
ation to endorse the Coughlin-Lemke ticket, and the convention 
indicated its desire to support a national Farmer-Labor party after 
ihe presidential elections. The arguments of the syndicalists would 
only drive the farmers into the fascist camp. Such arguments, even 
it sincerely presented, are dangerous and should be exposed in the 
crganized labor movement. i

{Otto Richter Sues 
Hearst Newspaper 


$100,000 10 ASKED 
BY ANTI-NAZI | 


Otto Richter, 21- -year-old anti- 
Nazi refugee who recently won 
the fight to save himself from 
deportation and death in Hitler 
Germany when the Labor De- 
partment granted him  permis- 
sion to enter any country of 
his choice, has instituted a $100,- 
000 damage suit through his at- 
torneys, Merbau and Schwab, 
against the American Newspa- 
pers, Inc., publishers of Hearst’s 
New York American and Ben- 
jamin DeCasseres, Hearst fea- 
ture writer. 

Richter’s action is in answer 
to an article by DeCasseres, en- 
titled “Right of Asylum,” pub- 
lished in the Hearst New York 
American editorial page of July 
9, 1936. 

The DeCasseres article was an 
attempt to heap ridicule on 
Richter, to disgrace him and pre- 
vent him from successfully car- 
rying on his fight for his life 
and for the right of asylum in 
the United States. His attorneys 
yesterday stated that Richter 
intends to vigorously prosecute 
this action “since he believes 
that the traditional principle of 
right of asylum is involved,” 
and that “the conduct of Hearst 
in printing this article, consist- 
ing of sheer lies, will not go un- 
challenged.” 

The Richter action against 
Hearst is based, legally, on the 
fact DeCasseres charged Richter 
with the crime of forging a

LIGHT AND BLAND DIETS 

When a doctor wishes you to give a patient in 
your household a “light: diet” or: a “bland diet,” 
you may give any of the following foods: sereals, 
mashed potatoes, soft-cooked éggs, creamed soups, 
simple’ puddings, 
custards, blanc 
mange, fruit jelly, 
toasted breads, rice, 
eorn-starch, and 
fruits of any sort. 
You may also offer 
the patient any of 
she dishes describ- 
ed in my last ar- 
ticle about “liquid 
diet.”

GRAHAM MUSH WITH DATES: 

1-4 cup Graham flour, 1-4 tsp. salt, 6 dates, 1 cup 
boiling water. Blend the flour with a little cold 
water and pour into boiling salted water. Stir 

until smooth and thick. Cook over hot water at 
least one hour. Cleanse the dates, remove stones 
and cut each in four pieces and add just before 
the mush has finished cooking. 

Barley Jelly—Two tblsp barley flour, 4 tblsp. 
cold water, 2 cups boiling water, 1-2 tsp. salt. 

Mix flour and salt with the cold water. Add the 
boiling water gradually, stirring constantly, and 

boil until thickened. Salt to taste. Strain thru 
a very fine sieve into a mold, chill, and serve with 
jugar and cream. ;
